Through Alderman ‘Terry, the special 
committee, which was charged with the 
duty of taking a trip north and east to 
inspect various kinds of street paving 
material, and to present its conclusions 
us to the best street pavement, yester- 
day submitted its report to council. 

The committee which was composed of 
Alderman Terry, Councilmen Bruce and 
|Hynds, City Engineer R. M. Clayton, 
Commissioner of Public Works H. lL. 
Collier and Chief W. R. Joyner. visited 
|New York, Brooklyn, Boston. Cambridge, 
|Lynn, Springfield, Baltimore and Wash- 
‘ington, conferred with the city officials 
of all these places and inspected the va- 
rious kinds of street paving used by 
them. 

The keynote of the committee’s report 
may be found in one of the opening para.- 
graphs, as follows: 

“We find that in all the cities mention- 
ed the street paving problem is agitating 
the minds of those who have It in charge, 
and it is gengrally agreed that the ideal 
_pavement has not been discovered.” 
| With the exception of asphalt blocks, 
_ereosoted wood blocks and _ bituminous 
macadam, the committee found no street 
paving material that has not been used 
in Atlanta, “and it is with pleasure that 
the committee can say that the streets 
|of Atlanta compare very favorably with 
any found in our tour of inspection.’ 

The committee then proceeds to a 
brief discussion of the various materials 
used for street paving purposes, and pays 
especial attention to the bituminous 
macadam. There is no pavement ma- 
terial, the committee says, which will 
meet all the requirements to make it per- 
fect, ‘and the question resolves itself into 
a matter of judgment that must be de- 
termined by the local conditions ag to 
the cost of materials, grades, width of 
streets, and character and amount of 
traffic.’’ 

The committee says in concluding its 
report:

_ The action of the Methodist churci 
at Statesboro in not only putting it- 
eelf on record in the strongest possi- 
ble terms in condemnation of lynching, 
but in calling upon such of its mem- 
bers, if there be any, who participated 
in the recent lynching at that place, 
to either “make public confession of 
‘wrong with expression of penitence 
and contrition,” or get outside the fold, 
furnishes an excellent illustration of 
|of the important part the church can | 
‘piay in curing the lynching evil. 
Whether there is truth in the re- 
port that some members of this church 
were participants in that dreadful af- 
fair we do not pretend to know. Evi- 


dently it is known, or at least report- | 
ed, that some were in the mob which) 
overpowered the militia and took the | 
,condemned murderers from the hands | 
of the officers of the law. With this | 
knowledge, or having heard these re- 
‘ports, the official members of the} 
church have taken prompt and ap- 
propriate action. The men who took | 
part in that lynching committed a 
crime not only against the siate and | 
'society, but against the church, and | 
they are to be called to account for it. | 
Which is eminently right and /| 
|proper, | 
The crime which lynchers commit | 
not against tueir victims—espe- 
cially in acase like that at Statesboro, | 
where the two victims uad pleaded 
guilty to one of the most heinous | 
‘crimes on record—but it is against 
the law, the state and civilization. | 
The two victims in that case would. 
have had death meted out to them with | 
no wnnnecessary delay, but it would 
have been meted out under the orders 
of the court and by the representatives 
of the state. When the lynchers es- 
sayed to dake the law into their own 
hands, they overthrew the authorities 
of the state and defied its courts and 
the agencies for the administration of 
the edicts of the courts. 
But even greater was their crime 
‘against Christian civilization. Mob 
| murders, whether they be in Georgia 
or in Kishinef, place the greatest pos- 
sible stigma upon civilization, since 
they dethrone that respect for the law 
which is the corner stone of every civ- 
ilization worthy the name: their in- 
evitable tendency is to brutalize the 
participants; they do no good, but in- 
stead, insuinite harm. ,

Committee Made a Favorable Report 
Regarding the Closing of Nelson 
Street, But Council Was 
Not Satisfied—Talk 
Injunction, 


Back to the committees on streets and 
bridges goes the proposal of the South- 
ern railway regarding the closing of Nel- 
son street for nine months for the pur- 
pose of building a new bridge and exca- 
vating up to Madison avenue to com- 
plete its freight terminals. 

So much opposition developed in coun- 
ci} yesterday to the plan proposed in the 
report of these committees regarding the 
new bridge, that finally, after considera- 
ble discussion, the whole matter was 
referred back to these committees, @p- 
parently with the intention of getting 
better terms, if possible, from the South- 


ern railway. 

The street and bridge committees held 
a joint meeting yesterday morning and 
passed up favorably a resolution accept- 
ing the proposal of the Southern rail- 
way with regard to this bridge. There 
was only one adverse vote in the com- 
mittee meeting, that of Councilman Car- 
ter. 

The report of these committees recom- 
mended that the Southern railway be 
given the right to excavate under Nelson 
street up to Madison avenue for the 
purpose of completing its freight termi- 
nals; that the Southern be required to 
construct an entire new steel bridge 
from Nelson street to Madison avenue, 
the city to pay one-half the expense of 
that portion of the new structure which 
replaces the present bridge; that tne 
Southern pay the expense of maintain- 
ing the portion of the bridge from Mad- 
ison avenue up to the present structure, 
and the city pay the expense of mainte- 
nance of that part of the new structure 
which replaces the present bridge; that 
permission ‘be given to ‘close Nelson 
street for nine months while the new 
bridge is being built; that the Southern 
be required to give bond for $20,000 to 


'complete the bridge within nine months 


and that it forfeit $100 a day to the 
city for every day after that time that 
the street remained closed. 

Alderman Woodward declared that the 
‘railroads did not deal fairly with At- 
lanta, and he cited the fight for better 
freight rates in which the railroads have 
refused to grant tne relief agked for. 

Alderman Harwell and Councilman Pe- 
ters spoke in favor of the report of the 
joint committee, 

The motion to refer the whole matter 
back to the two committees was finally 
carried, the object being to get the 
Southern Railway Company to pay the 
entire expense of constructing the new 
bridge. 

It is understood if che petition for 
permission to close Nelson street for 


nine months is granted by council, For- 
rest Adair and perhaps other property 
owners on Nelson street and in that 
section of the city, will seek to pre- 
vent by injunction in the courts guch 
closing of the street. 


POLICE BOARD WANTS MONEY. 


Council Finance Committee Is Asked 
for More Cash for Inci- 
dentals. 

The police board is short of funds for 
incidental expenses. Chairman Ss. W. 
Day, of the police board, accompanied 
by Commissioner Nunnally, Councilman 
Hilburn and Chief Ball, appeared before 
the finance committee of council yester- 


_day and presented their case.

He wag glad to learn that such was not 
the case, and said the amount would be 
used at once to provide for a detention 
ward at the station house. 

Chief Bali explained tue necessity for 
a detention ward, which is to be used 
for the confinement of juvenile offend. 
ers and of apparently respectable per. 
sons who are under suspicion. The com- 
missioners present were giad to learn 
that the money for this purpase was 
available, and said it would be used at 
once for the much-needed improvement 

Councilman Turner, who is a member 
of the board of education, appeared to.

The commission met in its rooms at the 
capitol yesterday morning, all three com- 
missioners being present. The task in 
hand has been under consideration by the 


matter of discrimination against Atlanta 


body. Commissioner Joseph M. Brown, 
who was not in office at the time the 
petition of the Atlanta Freight Bureau 
was heard, has been studying the matter 


ever since his appointment. 
A revision of the standard tariff is no 


small job and it is likely the commission 
will need several days in which to ac- 
complish what it has sent out to do, es- 
pecially as each commissioner has his 
own personal ideas about the extent and 
details of the changes to ‘be made, though 
all are agreed on the proposition that 
through this means Atlanta can and 
ought to be given relief. 

It is expected that when the commis- 
sion issues its formal order changing the 
standard tariff it will also appeal to the 
interstate commerce commission to re- 
vise and regulate the interstate réefes so 
as to give Atlanta complete relief from 
freight rate hardships imposed by dis- 
crimination on the part of the railroads, 

The commission yesterday granted the 
petition of the Central of Georgia, allow- 
ing this road sixty days, all told, in 
which to submit to the commission its 
stock books and other records. The order 
of the commission was based on a peti- 
tion of the Atlanta Freight Bureau, 
charging the Southern railroad with own- 
ing the Central of Georgia, and, as the 
order originally stood, the latter road
